The  undersigned,  Allen  Home  Builders,  Inc.,  respective- 
ly petitions  the  board  for  the  passage  of  a resolution  vacating 
an  8 foot  easement  in  and  over  the  East  8 feet  of  Lot  No.  11  from 
Hale  Avenue  North,  a distance  of  160  feet,  given  by  Westfield 
Presbyterian  Church  to  the  City  of  Port  Wayne  for  the  installa- 
tion and  maintanence  of  poles,  virire  and  conduits  for  any  public 
and/or  telephone  service;  said  easement  having  been  conveyed  to 
the  City  of  Port  Wayne  on  September  10,  1947  by  deed  recorded 
October  7,  1947  in  Deed  Record  397,  page  130.
